One of the ablest men m the Metho- 


diBt Episcopal church is Bishop Merrill, 
who presided at the late conference at 
Berlin in thia state, and wbojie now doing 
tho same office for the West Wisconsin 
conference at Black Btver Falls. The 
biShop is a prohibitionist, bat is not a 
third party man. He does not believe 
that prohibition can be secured by a 
third party movement. In other words, 
and to tou:h the point exactly, ths 
jiahop donaii'S see how prohibition or the 
;emperance cause can be advanced by 
smashing the republican parry"'He thinks 
emporanoo is too important end sacred 
a thing to be kicked about like a 'cot- 
ball as tbe third-party prohibitionists are 
now using it. The demagjRues who are 
now lighting the battle ot so-called pro- 
hibition in this state, should reed the 
wise and thoughtful words of Bishop 
Vlerrill, which aro as follows: 


This battle (prohibition) ia too great to

She earns a 
weekly salary of £5, 
Sho is much sought 


after. 
Solomon was very cleverly captured, 


or rather ho fell into a trap of his own 
sotting. Mrs. Solomon's solicitor made on 
appointmont with him for tho purpose of 
serving a number o£ divorce papers upon 
him. Solomon was delighted with tho idea 
of his wife getting a divorce, and was on 
hand promptly at the stated time. Ho seemed 
to bo in high spirits whilo perusing the 
papers, and when tho detective claimed him 
as his prisoner was inclined to treat tho mat- 
ter as a joke. Whon convinced that tho 
officer was in earnest, however, lie broke 
down completely, but recovered himself 
quickly, urid roundly berated his wlfo and all 
concerned in his capture. 
Surprise lias been 


expressed that Solomon lias, had so much 
difficulty in getting bail, but hi3 friends aro 
convinced that ho would "skip1* to America 
tho moment ho obtained his liberty, and aro 
therefore unwilling to pledge their money 
with tlio almost absolute certainty of losing 
it. I regard Solomon's conviction as certain, 
and am sure ho will receivo a protty stilt 
sentence." 


Solomoa foela very hopoful. Ho told liis 


attorney that whon his trial came ho would 
plead that ho was not awaro that his first 
wlfo was living whon ho married Miss Rus- 
sell. Ho chats freely about hia American ad- 
ventures, and expresses his opinion of Ameri- 
can audiences unresorvo Jl}'. It is impossible, 
he says, to induce nn American audience to in- 
doi-soanoperaorplay produced wholly in that 
country; but anything English i« swallowed 
without tho slightest hesitation, whether it be 
good, bad, or indifferent. His object in coin- 
ing to England, ho says, was to finish the 
score of a now comic opera in London in 
order to give it tho British flavor required by 
American theatre-goers.

A GIFT TO FRANCE. 


Duo U'Auiualo Makes n Itoyal neqaorit 


to His Countrymen. 


PAHIS, Oct. 2.— The will of tho Due d'Au- 


raale, bequeathing his proat estates at Chan- 
tilly, with all their appurtenances, works of 
art, books, and revenues, to tho French insti- 
tute m trust for tho people of Franco forever, 
is dated in IS84. Tho cluko explains that ho 
wishes to have tho transfer mado now for the 
express purpose of avoiding legal hamper- 
ings, \vhich might bu instituted by claimants 
after his death. The gift is accompanied by 
but one condition, and that is that tho prop- 
erty must bo preserved intact as it shall bo on 
the day it comes into tho possession of the 
trustees. 
HThe estate; are to be called tha Conde mu- 
seum, are to bo open to the public at least 
twice a weelc during six months of the year, 
and the revenues aro to be applied to keeping 
tho whole of tho estate in the proper order 
and to tho acquirement of additional works 
of art to enrich the magnificent collection 
with which the estates are already endowed; 
to pensioning indigent authors and artists,and 
to furnish prizes for the encouragement of. 
the adoption of scientific and artistic oaroers, 
A second clause of tho will authorises the sale 
of tho Due d'Auinalo's domains at Dolas to 
provido money for tho preliminary oxpeiiij 
which may atteud the transftv and transfor- 
mation of tho Chantilly estates from thoir 
present private character to that for which 
they are bequeathed.

Gen, IVUlos and Geronimo. 


WASHINGTON 
CITY, Oct. L—Secretary 


Endicott returned to tho city Thursday even- 
ing and was at his desk at tho war depart- 
ment Friday. Among tho important matters 
on which tho president awaits his advice aro 
tho disposition to be mado of Gcronimo and 
his band and tho action to betaken in Gen. 
Miles' case. It seems from the report of Gen. 
Miles that in obtaining tho surrender of 
Goronimo he made conditions with tho 
Apache outlaw that wore in direct disobedi- 
onco to his instructions which wcro to make 
no conditions. Gon. Miles' report is not ex- 
plicit on this point, but tho officials gather 
from it that thy Indian was promised that his 
life should bo spared. 


Nitw HAVEN, Conn., Oct. 2.—Lieut. George 


E. Albeo, formerly of the United States ariuy, 
now connected with the Winchester Repent- 
ing Arms company in this city, Friday re- 
ceived a private dispatch from Cant. -Henry

A Itollc of Slavery. 


WASHINGTON CITY, Oct. 2.—In his report 


on the work of tho JFVcedman's hospital for 
tho past year Dr. Purvis, surgeon in charge, 
makes tho following comments upon one class 
of patients treated at tho hospital; 


There wore 117 cases of confinement, an in- 


crease of '-Si over laai year. As 1 have re- 
ported each year, remarks 
the doctor, 


nearly all of these cases are colored. 1 
deem it my duty, as a simple act of justice, 
to anticipate any unfavorable comment that 
may be made against tho unfortunates, for 
sucb thoy are. My contact with those people 
has been such as to enable nio to say a good 
word for them. They are not bad women: 
not lowd; they belong to tho laboring class; are 
generally houso servants who are ignorant of 
tho laws governing good society. They aru 
without education and have never bec-n sur- 
rounded by a healthy moral influence. 
They 


truly 'have been taken advantage of.' As a 
rule they aro industrious and almost invaria- 
bly provide and care for their children oltor 
leaving tiio hospital. How Thoy inanugo to 
support thorn upon their scanty earnings is a 
marvel. It is a matter of regret to that there 
is no way of reaching tho fathers of those 
children and making them contribute to tbcir 
support. 


One Dollar Cortlflcatott. 


WASHINGTON CITY, Oct. 2.—United States 


Treasurer Jordan has issued a circular notice 
stating that: "Owing to tho great demand 
for othor denominations of notes, tho treasurer 
of tho United States is unablo to supply SI 
certificate notes except in small amount1;.

Thtre is no utlit r possible way 
ot bnnginR general and permanent pros- 
perity witbin tbe reach ot tho masses ot 
onr laboring people, li it were possible 
to let it be understood that Share would 
bo no uncalled-for changes u the tariff 
laws tor the protection of our home in- 
dustries, and jn violent Intior distnrb- 
aooos for tho nest tweciy years, hun- 
dreds of millions ot dollarn would seek 
new enterprises at oncer all capitalists 
and corporations would use their means 
and credit to enlarge and eitend thi-ir 
business, and labor would be more uni- 
versally employed and bettor-paid than 
ever belore in the world's history. 


TBUTHS TO POKUEIi OVER. 


Labor can never help itself by seeking 


or threatening to deprive capitalists, 
either large or small, of any part of their 
possessions. On HID oontrary.'it injures 
itsalt by all such attempts, for it discour- 
ages enterprise, destroys the demand far 
labor, and tho decreased demand for la- 
bor reduces tho rats ot wages. 
These 


facts are so BelC-evidcnt that it seems un- 
necessary almost to even state them. 
Have laboring men forgotten that tbe 
very same class of demagogues and agi- 
tators, who 
are

parties, 


and telling . them 
that their 
em- 


ployers ar» their lenemiep, dnrmg • our 
great financial struggle over tbe resumo- 
iion ot specie paymeute were noakiug the 
same charges—telling laboring men. that 
the.repubhcan party was their enemy, 
tbat the hard times was tl.e result ot its 
efforts to bring about resumption by 
contracting tho currency, m the interest 
ot tbe rich and creditor classes, »nd that 


but tor the prosperity of our western 
'people, which is almost wholly depend- 
ent on railroad operations and eiten- 
sioDB? It has been tho just and wiae 
policy ot tho republican party to cnconr- 
aVe all-forms of incorporated enterprise, 
holding such companies always subject 
to regulation by the power that created 
them. That tbe party has been in any 
unjust sense the friend of incorporated 
wealth is absolutely false.

state, or of any municipality, wholly or 
largely, demand total prohibition, such a 
Jaw may be practicable [as a method of 
dealing'with ;the liquor question. But 
where such a sentiment does not prevail 
prohibition enactments become ;a deoa 
lettsr and bring the authority (and digni- 
ty ot law and government into disrepute, 
without effecting m tbe least the reforms 
they are designed to promote. 


The republican party of Wisconsin 


recognizes the fact that this state aa a 
whole, is not one where the prohibition 
sentiment haa a hold on the [affections of 
snoh a majority ot tho people as to make 
it expedient to attempt to pass and exe- 
cute B prohibitory law as!a state measure. 
In the meantime, it accords to any city, 
village or town witbin the state the priv- 
ilege of locally dealing with the subject 
according to the sentiment of a majority 
of its people—prohibiting or restricting 
and regulating the liquor traffic in suoh 
manner as seems to tham beet. It would 
seem in a state with such diversified ele- 
menta ot population as ours, that nothing 
more could rationally be asked. If any 
community does not desire liquor sold in 
it, the traffic can be prohibited by a ma- 
jority vote of that community. 
If any 


cummanity does wish liquor sold in it, 
experience proves it cannot be prevented 
by a law oE the state. All we can possi- 
bly do in the matter is to keep fairly 
abreast of public sentiment and this can 
be perfectly done through local option 
and license laws now insistence. _ 


This much misaudsrstood and misrep 


resented question ot the legal extinction 
o£ intemperance (by premature and im- 
practicable legislation) is one -which ap- 
peals strongly to every man who_ realizes 
that a favoring public sentiment is esaen 
tial to all true reform, and who sees tbe 
inconsistency and dishonesty ot those 
who ignore the moral phrase ot temper- 
ance work to engage in political intiigue 
and personal aggrandisement. 
These 


political schemers become actual pro- 
moters of the evils' of intemprrance; 
they retard practical temperance work 
and hinder the good intlaense of the re- 
strictive find regulating laws to which 
the republican party stands committed. 


It is an undeniable fact that a majority 


of the most distinguished and effective 
worters in the temperance cause have 
deplored the existence of a third p;rty 
and oJ political temperance as destruo 
live of the worK of promoting real tem- 
ptrancs.

Lately the French ropubllo drove "tbo

itisiio\v. Dill'oreut opinions \voro held as to 
tlio wisdom of tho step; but when ono of them 
piiWsliud a protest statbj: lii-s views, many 
•who hail doubted tbo wisdom of tho expul-

(V. 7) again asks: "Whom seek ye?" Tho 


same reply ia given, with saldjer-Kko obedi- 
ence to instructions. Then Ho, in a way 
characteristic of Him, sets Himself forth as 
the Ono to bo taken, to tho shutting out of tho 
disdples. They are not to bo treated as He 
Ls, 
He is to trend "the winepress alone."

thought of eternal loss; but all evil seems ono 
to His holy oye, just as all things work to- 
gether for good to His friends.

Caiaphas, his son-in-law, would bo of tho 
same mir.d, for ic was Caiaphas who had said, 
with more wisdom in his words and more 
KtaUiRicul ot fact than hu understood, that it 
was expedient, more polite, bettor, that one 
man—Jesus—should loso his life than the 
whole people coniu under the Roman anger. 
Ho was a Sadduceo, haughty, self-willod and 
despotic. Ho wns in ofQco for eighteen years, 
with possibly somo of tho changes then oc- 
curring, for five arid twenty high priests are 
reported in tho century boforo Jorusnlem fell.

ThLs was done, and upon 


tho ro-entrance of the delecdants, tho pro- 
ceedings were commenced. 


Before arguing the motion for a new trial, 


Capt, Black stated that ho desired to read 
certain affidavits. Stripped of legal verbiage, 
tho lirst ti'.lidavit charged that special Bailiff 
Henry L. Kyee, who was ordered by tho 
court to summon the jury, said uo was :nan- 
nging the ease against tho Aimrchiste, and 
that ho summoned such men on the jury as 
were favorable to the prosecution. Capt. 
Black stated it was Otis S. Favor, a mor- 
chant on IVabash ; avenue, to whom Bailiff, 
llyco related tlio allegations in the afiidavit, 
and ho wanted Favor examined in open court. 
Another aflldavit, made by E. A. Stevens, 
declared that Favor had stated to him that 
llyco know what bo was about, anil that -'the 
Anar cliists would hang sure as death." Capt. 
Black wanted Stevens examined in court, but 
tho court overruled tho motion. 
Cnpt. Black 


then asked for postponement to examine affi- 
davits which wero mado Monday night, but 
tho court ordered the. proceedings to go on. 
Capt Black then read tho defendants' peti- j 
tion for a new trial. This was followed by 
an affidavit from T. J. Morgan, ot IVood- 
Inwn, who swore juror T. E. Denkei' snid in 
his presence, before being accepted 0:1 tho, I 
jury, that tho Anarchists ought to hang. An- 
other allidavit trom Morgan's son supported 
this statement. The allidavit of Michael Gall 
averred that Juror Adams said to him before , 
becoming a juror that "If I was on tho jury | 
1 would hang every ono of the Anarchists." 
A. P. Love, of LaGrougo, and Orrin Blos- 
som, of Voiltworth 'avenue, mado allidavit 
that on the night oE the Haymarket massacre 
they wero in a saloon on Halstcd street willi 
H. L. Gilmar for somo timo before and after 
tho explosion took placo. The next was an 
affidavit from ex-Chief of Detectives Tom 
Currier, now a livcrymau, in effect that 
be furnished carriagoi to to used by ju- 
rors during tho trial. ThLs was lo show that 
tho stato desired to -win the favor of tho jury 
by treating them to carriage rides. 
Another 


affidavit was from J. P. Do Luce, a saloon- 
keeper at Indianapolis, and lias been printed 
in these dispatches. It says that a tew days 
bflforo tho Haymarket explosion a man en- 
tered the saloon and said ho had something in 
his sachel that would bo heard from at Chi- 
cago. 


In answer, the stato had aflldavits, which 


wore read. Police Captain John Carney, of 
Evanston, testified that he know Cull for 
twenty years, and ho Ls a worthless, .shiftless 
drunkard. 
Mr. Adams, in on nilidavil",, de- 


nied any such conversation with Cull. Theo- 
dore Donker mado afiidavit that he nm'lo no 
such statement as imputed to him in Morgan's 
allidavit 
Then A. T. Love, in afiidavit, said 


lie was not in company with Orrin Blossom 
on tho night of" tlio massacre; that he was not 
in tlio city after 0 o'clock, and that he never 
saw Gilmar. Ho acknowleded signing tho 
affidavit read in court, but did not swear to 
it. His reason for doing so was that ho was 
promised money and received it. He stated 
he was piiid $80 by one Lewis Smith. Blos- 
som's aflldavit was to the same ePJect. Ho 
was not witb Lova that night, and did not 
know Gilmar, and was induced to sign the 
nmdavit by the receipt ot S3U, paid by Smith. 


Theso aflldavits woro in tho nature of a 


bombshell to Capt. Black and hLs associates, 
and shattered any reliance placed on tha uili- 
ilavits. Capt. Black intimated that the sec- 
ond affidavits wero obtained through fear, 
and tho court said it was diflicult to say 
which was to to believed, and suggested that 
arguments be commenced on the law points 
involved in tbo motion for a new trial. 


Tho court hero adjourned tor dinner, ar.d 


at 'J o'clixjk proceedings were resumed by a 
demand from the court for a printed copy of 
tbo examination of Juror Denker upon tho 
occasion of his being selected to servo. After 
reading it, the court expressed the opinion 
that further consideration of Denker's nfii-' 
davit, or eorroboration o£ Morgan's testi- 
mony, was not material, 
Capt. Black again 


pressed for an adjournment until Monday,bnt 
tho court overruled him, and Cupt. Black en- 
terod an exception to tho ruling of tho court. 
Ho then proceeded with his argument, deal- 
ing with the tenth assignment of error, which

scientists, They tried nearly all known ele- 
ments, nnd it was only nbout six months age 
that their long laUor WUH crowned with suc- 
cess, which will malic1 Ihcm famous in the 
history of science.
